It was sup- 
that the firm could show millions of 
capital if necessary. The members of the 
firm are Franklin Woodroff and Frank W. 
Furu bam, both of Brooklyn. 

The announcement was given out late in 
the evening that the firm had made an as- 
gien ment to Eaward H. Hobbs, with prefer- 
ences for $37,100. Mr. Woodruff also made 
individual preferences for $26,300. Mr. 
Hobbs 1s Mr. Woodruff’s personal counsel. 
Neither he nor Mr. Woodruff would talk 

about the matter tonight. Mr. Woodruff is 
the senior member of the firm, and has been 
in the storage and fish and salt business 
many years, The firm up to 1575 was Wood- 
ruff & Robinson. He continued alone for a 
year, when be took Samuel McLean, the dry 
goods merchant, into the firm. They dis- 
solved Jan. 2, 1883, ana were succeeded by 
the present firm. R. W. Winans was a part 
ner, but withdrew in March, 1886, and Henry 
& Woodruff was admitted Jan. 2, 1854 

The firm imported salt from the West 
Indies and Europe. Mr. Woodruff is the in- 
dividual owner of the large Woodruff and 
Franklia storage warehouses in Brooklyn. 
Acvording to Bradstrects in March, 1887, this 
storage property was valued at $1,100,000, on 
which was a mor for $450,000, heid, it is 
understood, by the Mutual Late Insurance 
company. The investment is believed to 
have netted the firm $75,000 a year. Wood- 
ruff claimed a capital of $600, which con- 
servative bankers considered too high. and 
the firm experienced some difficulty, it is 
said, in selling ‘their paper.

A Bridge Across the Hudson That Wil 
Change Rallroad Route. 

Work is being done on the Hudson River 
suspension bridge which is to cross the river 
at Peexskill, and the company talks of finish- 
ing it in a year anda half.

arrangement with the Erie. 

To Tax Vanderbilt Charities. 

The attempt now being made by Controller 
Mvers, acting as the agent of the State Con- 
troller, to collect $55,000 from the executors 
of the late William H. Vanderbilt under the 
“Collateral Inheritance Tax law,“ calls at- 
ten tton anew to the stringent provisions of 
this peculiar law, and the — sums of 
money yearly accruing to the State Treasury 
under it. 

Mr. Vanderbilt left taxable bequests to in- 
dividuais of a lump sum of something like 
$1,500,000, and the taxes upon these have 
been paid. The effort now is to collect the 
tax upon Mr. Vanderbilt’s charitabie be- 
quests. 


TO HANDLE A BIG RAILROAD TRUST. 


The Central Unton Company of Hartford, 
Conn., ®aid to Be the Agent. 

Hartford, Conn., Feb. 11.—[{Special. |—Re- 
mor here connects the Central Union com- 
pany, chartered by the last Connecticut Leg- 
islature, with a great railroad trust, project- 
ed by Messrs. Sage, Dillon, ana other New 
York operators. This is to include the Day- 
ton, Union and In@ranapolis, the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton, and other connecting 
roads in Indiana and Obio, with a mileage of 
something less than 2,000 miles. It is a 
large scheme, but can de handled under the 
charter, which authorizes a capital stock of 
from $4,000,000 to $150,000, 000. 

While the enterprise may be under way it 
does not appear that the organization has yet 
been consummated, as pO certificate of or- 
ganization had, as required by law, been filed 
with the Secretary of State here up to today 
noon. 

The company is empowered dy its charter 
to purchase, grant, sell, or receive in trust 
or otherwise all kinds of real or personal 
property; to contract for and acquire by 
purchase or otherwise, bonds, stocks, 
obligauons, and securities of any 
corporation now or hereafter ex- 
isting, and bonds, obligations, and 
securities of any individuals, State, Terri- 
tory. Government. or local authorities, and 
to make contracts with suoh parties, in re- 
spect to their bonds, étc., and in respect to 
the construction, establishment, acquisition, 
owning. equipment. leasing, maintenance, or 
operation of railroads, telegraph, telephone, 
or steamship lines, anywhere in this or for- 
eign countries. 

The company may issue collateral trust 
bonds in which shall be specified the securi- 
ties pledged for their redemption. These 
bonds are not to exceed 60 per cent of the se- 
curities, whose value must be determined by 
the Connecticut Bunk Commissioners, the 
method of valuation is prescribed. Rai 
road or other bonds sbali be appraised at 
their market value, and stock paying 4 per 
cent at par, and if more than 4 per cent 
then proportionately hieher. The directors, 
on approval of a two-thirds vote of the stock- 
holders, may increase the capital stock from 
time to time up to the maximum of 6150. 
000,000. The only flimitations are that 

the capital shall pot exceed the par value of 
the stocks, bonds, and other securities held 
by the corporation, together with the cash 
and cash value of property on hand.

Iowa's Legisiative Deadlock Apparently as 
Far from aa End as Ever. 

Des Moines, Ia. Feb. 11,—[Special.|—An- 
other day has passed without bringing any 
prospects of a settlement of the deadlock. 
The Democrats this morning presented an- 
other proposition to the Republican caucus. 
It made the following allotment of the offi- 
cers and committees: : 

First—The Democrats to have the Speaker 
and first assistant clerk. 

Second—The Republicans to have the 
Speaker pro tem., chief clerk, two assistant 
clerks, engrossing clerk, enrolling clerk, 
file clerk, bill clerk, assistant postmistress, 
Sergeant-at-Arms, doorkeeper, five assistant 
doorkeepers, two janitors, three paper fold- 
ers, eight pages. 

Third—The Republicans to have first choice 
of committees and to choose two, the Dem- 
ocrats to have second choice and to choose 
one. The remainder of the committees to be 
divided by tne alternate choice of each party. 

This proposition was considered by the 
Republicans in caucus and practically re- 
fused. Then it was proposed to present a 
counter proposition to the Democrats. The 
details of this proposition are not entirely 
settled and will be considered again by the 
Republican caucus tomorrow morning. 
There are two plans which are being figured 
upon. One contemplutes reversing the prop 
osition made by the Democrats so far 
as the officers are concerned and 
then choosing the committees alternately, 
one at atime, the right of first choice to be 
determined by lot. The other plan is to re 
verse the Democratic proposition entirely 
and refer it back to them. It is probable, 
however, that neither proposition would be 
accepted by the Democrats, as they are as 
strenuous as ever in their claims to the 
Speakership. The plan that was suggested 
by the Democratic committee of deciding by 
lut the question of Speakership was opposed 
by the Democrats in caucus and was aban- 
doned. 

One of the Democratic leaders said tonight 
that there would be a strong move made in 
their caucus tomorrow to discharge their 
conference committee and let all future 
propositions — from tue. Democrats be 
made on the floor ok the House. He also said 
that if the present negotiations amounted to 
nothing many of the Democrats favorea de- 
Claring all . off and going in for a fight. 
The Kepublicans have noticed one thing that 
encour them today, and that was the ab- 
sence of Brother Ewart from the Democratic 
caucus. He remained in his seat all day, und 
several of the prominent Democrats, both 
members and outsiders, spent hours talking 
with dim.

A special train arrived 
this. eveni containing more than 
500 persons and reports are received from 
various jocalities of the forming of colonies 
to start at once for the reservation. The In- 
dians at Lower Brule, which agency 
contains about 2,000 red men, are in the best 
of humor and enjoy the incessant strife 
between white men for possession of the 
land. Every effort is being exerted by 
Unitea States Marshal Fry and his force of 
deputies to preserve order, and thus far the 
excited settiers have been held in check. A 
party left this morning with a large 
stock of lumber and provisions for a 
point on the survey of the Milwaukee road 
about sixty miles interior, where they ex- 
pecta town of respectable proportions will 
be built sped the next few weeks. The 
rush continues for the west side of the river, 
little attention being given to the Crow 
Creek Reservation. any of the or- 
iginal settiers on that domain who are 
given priority by the Sioux bill are returning 
and reéstablishing their residences. Many 
return to find that during their absence new 
arrivais have takea possession of their 
lands. All of these will be compelled to 
vacate in favor of the setilers of 1885. 
In some cases there will be trou- 
ble, the 
determination to stick to the land. A party 
of old timers thoroughly 8 with the 
reservation started ont this afternoon for 
the purpose of pro ting and locating 
claims on the White River ata point about 
forty miles from its mouth, where they claim 
coal can be found in inexhaustible quantities, 
Indians have frequently brought in 1— 
mens, but white persons have of late u 
prevented from prospecting for the mm- 
eral. At the present rate of settlement it 
would not take more than three months to 
settle the entire 10,000,000 acres acquired by 
the Government. 


TRYING TO ENTER THE MILE SQUARE, 


Unsuccessful Efforts to Pass the Sentry 
Lines—Many Boomers Arrested. 
Pierre, S. D., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—The 
situation here today has been about the same 
as yesterday and last night, though the ex- 
citement is possidly abated somewhat. The 
crowd continues to line the river, 
and was largely swelled by those 
who arrived on the train this even- 
ing. Today has been as warm and pleasant 
asa day in May and boomers suffer no hard- 
ships. Last night the attempts to cross 
over were kept up until daylight, and many 
a fracas occurred between troops and 
boomers, but nothing serious as yet 
is reported. The soldiers are almost 
worn out by the vigilance. they 
have been compelled to ay and unless re- 
inforcements arrive from Fort Sully today 
they will have to give up and let the per- 
sistent boomers on. The South Pierre 
boomers made another attempt to go over 
about 4 o’clock this morning. They had 
about seventy-five Wagons, whose wheels 
had been muffled, as well as the 
horses’ hoofs, and succeeded in gaining the 
other bank without being challenged by 
the sentry. They were escaping into the 
hills when the sentry discovered them. He 
was immediately caught and gagged by some 
who had lain in amibush, and put in one of 
the wagons and carried to some timber fur- 
ther inland, where he was left. The officers 
of the guard, not finding the sentry in his 
place, raised an alarm. A skirmishing 
— was organized, and soon found the 
omers rapidly getting into the interior. 
Some mounted infantry were sent in pursuit, 
and upon overtaking the boomepss fired a vol- 
ley over their heads. The latter scattered 
out, but the infantry spread out and fin 
succeeded in capturing all but a few and too 
them to the guard-hogse at Fort Pierre. About 
the same time a crowd of boomers tried to 
cross about one-half mile above 
this city. Most of them. were 


and afew being on horseback. When near 
the other side a big stampede was made to 
get over the bank and break the line of 
the guard. They succeeded in breaking 
through but the infantry started in pur- 
suit. Many succeeded in evading the 
pursuers and are now in the interior, but 
those who were captured were roughly Jed 
back to this side. Indian police are aiding 
the soldiers all they can, and have been the 
means of capturing many stray boomers. 
The military will not let any inhabitants on 
the mile square leave, and the report comes 
they are running short of provisions. The 
troops are almost worm out by constant vigi- 
lance and double duty, and, as tine boomers 
are each hour getting more numerous and 
bold, the troops will have to give up 
unless they are reimforced or orders are 
recetvea from headquarters to withdraw the 
force. Unjted States Marshal Fry arrived 
from Chamberlain iast night, where he has 
been trying to keep boomers back, with some 
forty deputies and will assist the troops and 
indian lice in a last desperate ef- 
fort to keep boomers off until they have 
authority to goon. Much wonder is expressed 
that President Harrison should open the 
reservation, to go into effect immediately, 
and not make provisions for settlers to go 
on by withrawing troops or at least giving 
them orders not to mterfere. The boomers 
are more determined than ever and before 
morning many of them will be on the land, 
though the mile square and contiguous land 
is too well guarded to allow any of them to 
get a foothoid there.

SIs AUDIENCE WAS ENTERTAINED. 


Mr. Riddie’s Reeding of Browning’s “A 
Biot in the ’Scutcheon.’’ 

A great treat, although it was enjoyed only by 
afew, was Mr. George Riddie’s reading of “A 
Blot in the Scutcheon at Apollo Hall. The 
place is ill-fitted for such a purpose, having doors 
that grate on their hinges like those of a certain 
mythical place that has been described by Mu- 
ton. Only once has Browning's solemi and 
deeply-moving tragedy been enacted in Chicago, 
and this is the first time that it has been made 
the subject of a recital. Despite Mr. Lawrence 
Barrett's arid declamation the passion and the 
pathos of the play asserted themselves four years 
ago, and yesterday, when Mr. Riddle, under ad- 
verse conditions, read the same work, the spell 
was renewed. The listener in experienced 
those exalted emotions which high tragedy alone 
inspires—a sense of inexorable fate, a sympathy 
with youth and love, a pity that purifies the soul, 
and finally the all-soothing calm of death. This, 
like the atest of Shakspeare'’s tragedies, 
Hamlet,“ is of extreme simplicity. Its beauty 
sos through any interpretation, even the 


And Mr. Riadle's reading is far from being 
cold, though it is marked by a certain affectation 
that corresponds to Lawrence Barrett's theatric- 
alism. One refers to his mimicking of the female 
voice. This he does consistently except in mo- 
ments of passion, when he is forced to abandon 
the imitation and tse his own voice in its sincer- 
ity. Mr. Riddle avoids ail other kinds of literal- 
ism in his reading; that is, he does not copy 
every movement of his chiracters. He justly 
leaves this to the imagination. Why not, one 
ventures to ask, leave also the feminine quality 
of voice to the imagination, as it really belongs 
to what is literai in the art of reading? 

It may be replied that this differentiating of 
tones insures variety. One does not think it nec- 
essary for that purpose, bowever, because Mr. 
Riddle's voice is perfectly modulated. It is an 
admirable example of what cultivation will do 
for this organ, for if one guesses rightly, Mr. 
—* voice is not naturally given to flexibil- 

ty. 
The merit of yesterday's rendition of A Blot 
in the Scutcheon“ lay particularly in the deli- 
cate appreciation of textual beauties and the 
frank feeling of the reader. It is not aecessary 
to tell any one kow difficult much of Browning's 
verse is; but Mr. Riddle's skill was equal to it, 
and his voice reflected all the quickly changing 
shades of emotion. The cutting of the text was 
liberal but judicious, and served to hasten and 
heighten the action. And, as said before, sym- 
pathy Was at no time lacking. Once hear such 
words as these (they run through the whole 
tragedy, recurring like a motive in music) are 
not easily forgotten: 

Tas so young, I loved him so, I had 
No mother, Goa forgot me, aad I fell.” 

A poet like Browning even in his simplest com- 
positions is essentially reflective, and should be 
studied at least a little before witnessing one of 
his plays or hearing it read. If people fear this 
as a task they will, after one of Mr. Riddie's 
recitals, take up the poet's works and peruse 
them as a pleasure. 


GRAND COUNCIL, ROYAL ARCANUM, 


Reports of Officers Shew the Order to Be 
Flourishing. 

The tenth annual session of the Grand Council 
of Illinois, Royal Arcanum, was held yesterday 
at Washington Hall, No. 70 Adams street.

previous, and a net gain of 781 members during 
the fiscal year 1889, against 782 gain in 1888. 
Among the councils whose rds for the last 
year have been of progress is Progressive Coun- 
cil, No. 940, with a record of 118 net gain; Myrtle 
comes next with 52; Oakwood reports 82; Logan, 
29: Northwestern, 26; Prairie State, 25; Monte- 
fiore, 20: Fort Dearborn, 19; Tilden, 18; and 
Southwestern, 15. Lilinois is the fourth State in 
membership.

Inthe meantime a committee, consist- 
ing of Lieb, Hayes, and Struckman, was ap- 
pointed to investigate the charge that had deen 
made that many persons were at the County In- 
sane Asylum who were properly not charges on 
the county. 

A resolution was introduced by Commissioner 
Monheimer prohibiting county employé at the 
insane asylum, poorhousé, or hospital from hous- 
ing their families in those institutions at county 
expense. The resolution, Commissioner Mon- 
heimer explaired, was aimed at a practice which 
has obtained of late, especially with the engi- 
neers of the county institutions, of boarding 
their families at the couaty expense. The reso- 
lution was adopted, Commissioners Schubert 
and Edmanson voting against it.

Iw the Queen's speech tothe English Par- 
liament ber Majesty declares that Portugal 
has acceded to the request of England in re- 
gard to Central Africa and that the Portu- 
guese Government is doing its best to main- 
tain the friendly relations that have always 
existed between that country and England.

“ZION I8 OURS.” 
The Gentile victory in the municipal elec 
tion at Sait Lake City strikes anotber deadly 
blow at the Mormon iniquity. The campaiga 


contest was waged with a bitterness that has 
seldom deen equaled in this country. The 
two opponents were the People’s party, made 
up entirely of Mormon Democrats, while the 
Liberal or Gpatile party, though not exclu- 
sively composed of Republicans, was mainly 
so. The Republican Gentiles were reinforced 
by a considerable number of Mormons who 
do not believe in polygamy and who are 
anxious to relieve the Territory from the 
incubus on its progress and prosperity 
which the twin relic has always been. Many 
young Mormons, voters for the first time, 
also joined ite ranks and were among the 
most enthusiastic advocates of the Liberal 
ticket. The Mormons went into the fight 
confident of victory. They had been in- 
trenched in power for forty years and could 
not believe that the Gentiles were strong 
enough to unseat them. They had the skiiled 
services of John Bonfield and his detectives 
to help them. They colonized the city with 
men whom they put at work on streets, 


having been brougnt to Sait Lake to be voted, 
butin this business they were thwartea by 
their own law giving the judges of election 
the right to remove names of voters from 
the registry lists upon proof that they were 
not entitled to vote. By the aid of this law 
and by the test oath, which disfranchises all 
who cannot satisfy its provisions, they suc- 
ceeded in purifying tne lists and the battle 
was won. : 

As the result of this great victory Gentile 
influences will dominate Salt Lake City for 
the first time in its history. The legislation 
of the General Government and the decisions 
of the courts will now be reinforced by this 
greaf popular victory, and ine result must be 
the complete paralysis of the power of the 
Mormon Church asa political agency. Its 
leaders have made their last ight and been 
routed. Stripped of its material resources, 
deserted by large numbers of the rising gen- 
cration, and shorn of its political power, it is 
not likely to again assert itself or to make 
any effort to regain its political prestige. 
The first effect of the victory will be visible 
iu new impulses to the growth and prosper- 
ity of the city and Territory, which will of- 
fer inducements to immigrauon and the in- 
vestment of capital, thus hastening the time 
when Gentile influences will dominate the 
Territory. Another important effect will be 
to secure obedience to the laws of the Uov- 
ernment in Salt Lake City at least, and thus 
to weaken the disloyal influences of the 
church upon ite members.

REVISION VERSUS A NEW CREED. 

The large and influential Chicago Presby- 
tery has replied to the questions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly as to the revision of the Con- 
fession of Faith, and has stated emphatically 
that it is a revision it wants, and not a new 
creed. It wishes the full integrity of the 
system of doctrine contained in the Confes- 
sion to be kept inviolate. In the language of 
Dr. Herrick Johnson it wants to preserve— 


The essentials of Oalvinism, so-called—original 
sin, sovereign election, particular redemption, 
effectual: calling, and final perseverance; all 
summed up, i think, as comprehended in this 
word of God: “ Whom he did foreknow he also 
foreordained; and.whom he foreordained them 
he also called; and whom he called them he 
also justified; ana whom he justified them he 
also sanctified ”’ 


It also recommends that— 


Those forms and statements, especially in the 
thirdand tenth chapters, which convey or seem 
to convey erroneous or unscriptural implications, 
and which are occasions of stumbling, be modi- 
fied or eliminated. 


Yet itis more than probable that when in 
the course oMhuman events the General As- 
sembly tackles the tough job of revision it 
will find that the shortest way out of it is to 
lay the Westminster Confession on the shelf 
with other historic declarations of faith 
and adoptanew creed. At the outset no- 
body dated to ask for anything more than 
the modification ofa few strongly worded 
phrases. Gradually here and there a voice 
was heard asking for a totally new statement 
of belief, and asthe difficulties of harmoni- 
ous revision become more apparent their 
number will increase. 

It is likely that history will repeat itself. 
A httle over a century ago the insufficiency 
of the Articles of Confederation had become 
apparent. It was suggested that they be re- 
vised and amended, and that met with pretty 
generalagreement. At first nobody ventured 
to talk of making a new fundamental law, 
but when the constitutional convention got 
fairly at work by nearly common consent 
the idea of tinkering with the old articles 
was abandoned and the members began 
fresh and made a new constitution or polit- 
ical creed. The new wine of 1789 could not 
be put in the old botties of 1778. 

Some of the essential doctrines of Calvin- 
ism which it 1s charged have of later years 
interfered with the growth of the church 
and prevented it from adding to its member- 
ship from without are found in other chap- 
ters of the Confession than the third and 
tenth, which it is specially desired to revise. 
To cut them out in one place and leave them 
in in another will not meet tne desires of 
some, and to eliminate them aitogether and 
thus formally repudiate and disown them 
will be exceedingly offensive to many, who 
will look on it as equivalent to a declaration 
tnat for over two centuries the church has 
been teaching false doctrine. 

So it may turn out that a new creed wil) be 
the only ground on which there can be com- 
promise and harmony. It will not antago- 
nize the present statements of doctrine, but 
simply put them on one side, where the Ar- 
minian and the Ingersollite cannot use them 
as arguments. 


“THE QUEEN'S SPEECH.” 

Lord Salisbury ana his colieagues of the 
Tory ministry seem—in the language of a 
former Tory Premier—to be riding for a, fall. 
The parliamentary program which they 
announced yesterday through the medium of 
the so-called Queen’s speech is brimfal of 
controversial subjects not at all calculated 
to produce harmony in the Tory ranks while 
certain to give offense to the Liberal Unionists. 

To begin with, [reland occupies the first 
place in the domestic program. It blocks 
the way of English measures once again. 
There is a proposal to spend another $250, 000,- 
000 to buy out the Irish landlorus through 
loans made to Irish tenants, not on Irish but 
on British security. The English Liberals to 
a man will fight this proposal. The Union- 
ists will not support though they may not at 
first antagonize it. And it is impossible to 
conceive any measure of Irish local self-gov- 
ernment (another ministerial project) which 
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classes. The Tory proposals about the hous- 
ing of the poor are lixely to be of little value. 
Scotland is promised some aid in local ieg- 
islation, an improvement in the condition of 
the crofters, and some mitigation of the bur- 
dens of ecclesiastical taxation. The proposal 
to cheapen the transfer of land has become a 
Tory chestnut and will evoke little comment. 
The only part of the program which will 
meet with general approval is that in which 
the Ministry bestows its approval on the 
plan of colonial federation now contemplated 
in Australia, and which is likely to follow on 
the lines of the Canadian Federation, which, 
has so powerfully tended to promote the 
feeling in favor of severance of the relations 
with the mother country. 
On the subjects of the tithes, Irish land pur- 
chase, Irish local government, the liability of 
English employers, and the housing of the 
poor in English municipalities the Tory pro- 
gram will be subjected to fierce criticiem. 
The Tory Ministry cannot rally to their sup- 
port on any of these subjects a united party. 
The Liberals, on the other hand, wili be 
united in opposition and will gain recruits 
from the ranks of their opponents. The 
Queen's speech but anticipates a dissolution. 


NEGRO FIDELITY TO THE SOUTH. 

Inthe midst of the prevailing injusuce, 
brutality, and ill-treatment put upon the ne- 
groes in the cotton States an article in the 
Wilmington (N. C.) Messenger reads strangely 
enough. It sentimentally and even pathetic- 
ally declares that if ever the South has a 
Walter Scott he should celebrate in story or 
sing one song atleast in honor of the faitnful 
slaves who stood by weir masters’ wives and 
children, tilled the lands, garnered the crops, 
and protected the homes while the masters 
were at the front fighting the battles of the 
South. It thinks that there is nothing more 
astonishing in all the war period than the 
conduct of the negroes, the steadfastness 
of their fidelity and affection, and the man- 
nerin which they “dug in the trenches, 
built railroads, threw up fortifications, went 
with their masters to the tented feld amid 
the ‘stern alarums,’ or staid at home and 
sweated and dug and toiled, at once the pro- 
ducers of the bread and the guardians of the 
homes of the whites.” Longingly and yearn- 
ingly it says: . 

Would to God that our fair Southland had such 
a bard as he to sing of our Marmions and heroic 
women. Would to God that we had a strong 
writer of such splendid creative power and pic- 
torial genius to reproduce the old time Southern 
life and make Mammy Harriet,“ and Uncle 
Davy.“ and the playfeilows Allen and Harvey 
Columbus, Jim and Sam and Pink live again in 


the pictured pages illuminated forever by the 
light of genius, 


The Messenger has not overdrawn its pict- 
ure of the fidelity of the negroes to tneir 
masters, even at a time when they beheld 
the first rays of that coming freedom for 
which they had prayed so long. It furnishes 
ample testimony that the negroes of the cot- 
ton States arejentitled from motives of sim- 
ple gratitude ulone, if from no other, to bet- 
ter treatment than they are now receiving. 
It was believed during the Rebellion that the 
fidelity of the blacks to the slaveholders, 
tneir industry on the farms and plantations, 
their peaceful disposition, their attachment 
tothe women and children left at home, 
their abstention from threats and fire-in-the- 
rear opposition, nearly doubled the power of 
Southern Rebel resistance, neutralized the 
efforts of fuliy 500,000 Northern soldiers, and 
prolonged the war at least two years. The 
Rebels were singularly fortupate, They 


never had to leave rear guards behind their 


armies. They could muster their forces to 
the last man and concentrate them against 
the Union armies because of the black 
wall of defense behind them. All the 
whites of fighting age could thus safe- 
ly go to the front, and their iead- 
ers need waste no time or effort 
in providing tor the security of those left at 
home. With the Union army it was differ- 
ent. Ithad to break up into hundreds of 
fragments and detachments to guard its com- 
munications, railroads, supplies, bridges, via- 
ducts, crossings, tunnels, and depots, so that 
rarely could even one-third of an army of in- 
vasion one hundred or one hundred and fifty 
miles from its base be placed in line of battle. 
In addition to these difficulties the Govern- 
ment was continually hampered by the neces- 
sity of withdrawing troops from the front 
to look after the fire-in-the-rear Copperheads, 
Knights of the Goldem Circle, and other 
traitorous organizations Fecruited from the 
ranks of the Northern anti-war Democrats. 
The dispatch of troops from the field of Get 
tysburg and the consignment of gunboats to 
New York to keep that Tammany-Hall-ridden 
city in the Union was not an isolated case. 

Truly the negro did the South yeoman 
service during tne war. And how is he re- 
paid in the cotton States? By denial of his 
civil rights, by efforts to disfranchise him, 
by industrial oppression, by terrorization with 
the shotgun and Winchester, by whippings 
and lynchings, by incendiarism and murder, 
and by driving him away from the very 
homes which he served so faithfully. The 
Messenger has paid him a deserved tribute, 
but it at the same time has framed a true in- 
dictment against the mass of the whites in 
the cotton States for their crueity and in- 
gratitude. 


SOCIALISTIC EXPERIMENTS IN AMERICA. 

On two occasions the romantic Bellamy 
system as applied to the cultivawon of land 
was fairly tested in this country, and each 
time it was an utter failure. One trial was 
by the Plymouth, the other by the Virginia 
colony. 

When the Pilgrim Fathers began growing 
corn they measured off a sixty-acre lot, on 
which all worked. When che crop was gath- 
ered it formed a common stock from which 
all were fed. Apart from this they had hoth- 
ing in common. They feil naturally into this 
method of cultivation because they were 
partners in the ownership of the land and 
believed the ir interests were all akin. But 
after two years’ trial they weariea of this 
system of tarming. They found that some 
did not work as much as others, and yet ate 
quite as much; that some were shiftiess and 
siouchy in the field but active and eager at 
the dinner-table, so that an unfair share of 
the work was thrown on the more industrious 
members. 

Therefore a number of acre lots were 
measured off, and one was assigned by lot 
to each head of a household forayear. It 
was also provided that, instead of ail the 
corn going into the common stock, each cul- 
tivator should turn in a certain number of 
bushels and that the rest should be nis own. 
This appeal to man’s acquisitiveness had re- 
markable results. The women and children 
of a family, who would have previously 
thought it an outrage had they been put at 
labor, went gladly into the corn fields from 
sowing to harvesting time, and the product 
Was greatly increased. 

But it was not long before there were 
jections to this assigning of fieids dy lot, 
which resulted in a man working on a differ- 
ent piece of ground each year. This method 
was not one the Pilgrims had invented. It 
was that of the Teutonic tribes, who were

Wherefore, for 
years one-quarter of the people, hard-working 
and industrious, supported the remaining 
three-fourths. But Gov. Dale ended that 
when he decreed that each man should 
have his own private tract of three acres, 
which he was to cuitivate himself, the crop 
bem his private property with the excep- 


tion of two and a half barrels of corn, which 


he paid as taxes to the public eranary. The 
industrious ones worked harder than before. 
Some of the idlers, spurred by the prospect 
of private gain, went to work. Even the 
incorrigible loafers had to do something or 
starve. Prior to Dale’s order the settlers had 
rarely raised corn enough, and were in the 
habit of going to the Indians to make good 
their dehciencies. After it they always had 
a surplus, and pegan to be sellers of corn. 

At Plymouth the conditions were most 
favorable for the success of the experiment. 
Socially and financially the settlers were much 
on a level. There were nojristocrats or mili- 
ionaires there. There were exceedingly 
few of those hard cases, offscourings of 
London jails and bridewells, who occasion- 
ally found their way to Virginia, They were 
animated by religious convictions so strong 
that they had led them to leave first England 
and then the Old World and settle in a 
‘wilderness. They were a peaceful, blameless 
community. Yet in order that they might be 
able to live without begging food from the 
Indians they were forced to appeal to the 
avarice and greed of man, and to make the 
private ownership of land and of whatever 
a man grew on it the bases of their Common- 
wealth. 


ABOUT one-third-of all the meats exported 
from this city and other packing points in 
the West are treated with borax at the rate 
of eigm pounds to the package, which aver- 
ages a quarter of a ton or less. The material 
is used as a solution which protects the meat 
from spoiling by exposure to the atmosphere, 
and thus permits a milder curing than was 
possible up to a few years ago, The English 
people are delighted with the change, and 
have largely increased their consumption of 
American hog meat as a coos@quence, the 
old-time rancidity being now seldom met 
with. The borax used in the process is 
brought here from the Pacific coast, mostly 
by vessels to the East. It is gathered and 
prepared for shipment at a total cost of 
about three cents per pound, thanks to 
an exclusive employment of “ Chinese cheap 
labor.“ The shippers are protected by a duty 
of five cents per pound, which effectually ex- 
cludes competition by the foreign article and 
forces the packers in this city to pay a col- 
lective royaity each year over and above the 
actual cost of production and transportation 
which is estimated to exceed the total they 
pay out in State and county taxes, An 
ordinary person might think this is protec- 
tion enough, but the Californian borax men 
are far from being satisfied with it. They 
are now reported to be agitating foran in- 
crease in the duty to nine cénts per pound, 
Such a change would simply increase their 
already large protits obtained out of a mar- 
ket which they exclusively control, the dif- 
ference coming out of the pockets of the 
farmers or the foreign consumers or both. 
It is difficult to understand why the extra 
imposition asked for should be submitted to, 
and itis fair to presume that the measure 
will be fought tooth and nail by the parties 
in interest on the other side of the trade. 
They will do well to prove that such an exhi- 
bition of unmitigated gall will not be re- 
warded except by the denunciation it so 
richly deserves. 


Soon after Mr. Roche was elected Mayor of 


Chicago he abolished the practice of hiring 
teams from politictaans to do the scavenger 
work of the city. He established the con- 
tract system in ita place. Under the latter 
contractors agreed to do the scavenger work 
by wards for a stipulated sum. Bids were 


| advertised for and the contracts were let to 


the lowest responsible bidder. The system 
has worked well. Thecity has saved from 
$60,000 to $75,000 per annum since, ana the 
scavenger work has been better done than it 
was when the old nags of the political hang- 
ers-on were employed at $4 each per day for 
hauling one or two loads of refuse off the 
streets. But the system has never been to 
Ald. John Lyke’s liking. Lyke, it will be re 
membered, was the principal patron and de- 
fender of the old boss political system. 
He had an interest in the system. Relatives, 
friends, and empioyés of Lyke had old hosses 
“at work.” The “ work” was profitable, and 


- Lye and his fellows rejoiced and prospered. 


Lyke bas always hankered for the return of 
these good old boodle days, and at the meet- 
ing of the Council a week ago Monday he in- 
troduced an order directing the Commissign- 
er of Health to hire teams to do the work by 
the day. This meant a return to the old rot- 
ten system. The order was duly referrea to 
Lyke’s own Committee on Health and Coun- 
ty Relations, and at the meeting of that boay 
Monday it was demded—Aid. Dunham pro- 
testing—to report in favor of the passage of 
the order. Notwithstanding Lyke’s commit- 
tee’s favorable report—indeed, because of it 
—the order should be fought strenuously in 
the Council, It will not do to depend on the 
Mayor’s veto. His reiations with Lyke are 
too intimate. The scheme isa boodle one of 
the worst kind. It means a steal of $100,000 
from the taxpayers.

A New York Baptist minister named Har. 
rison read an essay ata clerical meeting in 
that city Monday in which he claimed that 
high license fostered ‘drunkenness and law- 
lessness and mentioned this city as a nota- 
ble instance. The number of arrests, he 
said, had increased 54 per cent and the popu- 
lation only 40. The total number of arrests 
ot those charged with all sorts of offenses, 
including hitchiag horses to lamp posts and 
various other violations of city ordimances 
with which liquor nas nothing to do, in- 
creases yearly as the population grows and 
the police force is increased, but the number 


of persons arrested for being drunk and dis- 


orderly has grown only 15 per cent while 
the populabon hasgrown40. Another of Mr. 
Harrison’s statements is that there is one 
saloon to every fourteen voters. As there 
are 4,000 saloons in the old city, end‘as 125,497 
votes were cast two years ago, it will be seen 
that the reverend gentioman is wild in his 
division. He probably took the small vote 
cast at some election like that of last fall, 
when nobody appeared to take any interest, 
Nor is the showing a fair one even when the 
larger number of votes cast at a Presiden- 
tual election is taken as the basis, because

If the Aldermen with depend- 
ents to provide for will raise the license fee a 
hundred dollars that will furnish a fund of 
nearly half a million, which would furnish a 
living to fully 500 sturdy Democrats, most 
of whom would spend their wages in the sa- 
loons, so that the latter would be taking 
back from these new officials with one hand 
the cash which with the other they had ad- 
vanced to the city. As Mayor Cregier is 
eager to make some more appointments he 
ought to come ovt in favor of the $600 license. 


Sous ot the city papers are finding great 
fault with the manner in which the Drain- 
age Trustees decided their first issue of 
bonds should be made. Some of the criti- 
cisms would deserve serious attention if the 
action of the Qpard were meant to be a 
finality, but itis not. It has ordered the is- 
sue of a million dollars’ worth of bonds mere- 
ly to have the law under which it acts taken 
before the Supreme Court that its provisions 
may be construed. It is not expected that 
these bonds will be sold, therefore it makes 
‘no difference whether there is or is not pro- 
vision for the retirement of a twentieth of 
them every year. When the Supreme Court 
has told the Trustees they can issue bonds it 
will be time to discuss the question of the 
best way of doing it. There is little doubt 
that when that time comes they will so act 
as to satisfy their critics. In the meanwhile 
there is no cause for saying they are going 
all wrong,” or that “the prospect is not a 
lovely one.”” In due time the resolution re- 
garding the issue of bonds adopted at the 
last meeting will be repealed and another 
will take its place. But it may be four or 
five mouths before the Supreme Court is 
heard from and the board will know just 
what it can do.

IN THE HOUSE OF LOEDS. 


Earl Granville Criticises the Severity Dis- 
played Toward Portugal. 


Lonpon, Feb. 11.—In the House of Lords 
the address in reply to the speech trom the 
throne was moved by Baron de Ramsey and 
seconded by the Earl of Stradbroke. 

Earl Granville, after congratulating the 
Marquis of Salisbury upon appearing in the 
House in restored health, proceeded to criti- 
cise the tone of the dispatches to Portugal as 
unnecessarily harsh and as having gone out 
of the way to proveke irritation in a smail 
and feebie nation mat hada great colonial 
history and was justly proud of it. He 
hoped it was not true that the naval maneu- 
vers were to be practiced in the Mediterran- 
ean, as this must certainly cause additional 
friction. He also hoped the Government 
would explain the exact meaning of the mis- 
sion of Gen. Simmons to the Pope, and 
would tell the House why in the speech 
from the throne no mention whatever was 
made of the Parnell Commission. 

The Marquis of Salisbury defended the 
mission of Gen. Simmonsas neressary for 
the arrangemedt of questions affecting the 
attitude of the Government with regard to 
the Roman Cathohcs in Malta. The Govern- 
ment, he said, shared with the country the 
pain arising from the dispute with our 
ancient „the Kingdom of Porta but 
when the House had read the papers it would 
And that Portugal had been warned 
again and in ‘within the last two years 
that it was impossible for England to accept 
or assent to her claims to the ownership of 
the territory of tribes that were under British 
protection or her settlements in the Shire 
ana Nyassa countries; that we could not al- 
low the natives within our protectorate to be 
raided with impunity or our centers of 
colonization to be suppressed by violence. 
Prompt diplomatis acwon, he thought, was 
preferable in such a case to dallying with 
a dispute, and todelay that would tend to 
excite the Portuguese populace, and might 
thereby lead to resistance which would pro- 
duce bloodshed and increased complications. 
Decisive diplomatic pressure presented the 
best course for the interests of Portugal and 
the interests of humanity. ;Cheers.] As to 
the reported naval maneuvers in the Med- 
iterranean he did not know that any were 
intended. 

Earl Granville asked if the convention for 
the suppression of sugar bounties would be 
ratified. 

Lord Salisbury responded that its ratitfica- 
tion would depend upon the amount of co- 
operation we should have from the principal 
users of sugars. He thought the pro ts 
for ultimate agreement unfavorable. The 
French Government had expressed ite dis- 
tinct dissent from some of the provisions of 
the convention. The spirit of protection in 
America increased the difficulty, and Brazil 
was also against the convention.

Public Torture of a Refined Woman Prie- 
oner Leads to Her Suicide.

Mme. Nadyda Sihida, of noble birth and a 
teacher in the high school at Moscow last 
year, was found in possession of revolution- 
ary pamphiets. She was sentenced to penal 
servitude, and on her arrival at Kara this 
refined, handsome woman attracted the at- 
ton tion of the director of the prison, who in- 
sulted her. 

She boxed his ears, and he, in revenge, bad 
her stripped and flogged in the presence of 
all the male employés of the prison. Such 
an indignity had not been offered a woman of 
nobie birth since the days of the Empress 
Catherine. Mme. Sihida, apprehensive of 
futher outrage and torture, committed sui- 
cide the same day, takin ison.

Boston in the Balch National stallion race last 
September. The séssion was largely an open 
one, the board sitting in we front parlor and 
such delegates to the congress as chose to 
listen to the proceedings occupying seats in 
the adjoining pariors. Sliding doors were brought 
into requisition for an occasional executive ses- 
sion. The trial partook of tme nature of a 
drama in three acts, and just as the gentlemen in 
authority were about to knock the last pins 
from under the alleged conspirators they were 
foiled for the time being by an instrument in the 
shape of an injunction issued by the Supreme 
Court of New York State. 

The judicial board consisted of Judge N. FP. 
Johnston of Lexington, Ky.; John L. Mitchell, 
Milwaukee; Jesse D. Carr, Salinas, Cal.; M. J. 
Payne, Kansas City, Mo.; and George W. Archer, 
Rochester, N. Y. Gov. M. G. Bulkeley ot Con- 
necticut, another member of the board, was ab- 
sent, but will be in Buffalo today. 

The story of the alleged fraud is easily told. 
The Balch National Stallion race was trotted in 
Boston Sept. 23, 1880 The purse was $10,000, 
divided after the usual fashion, Alcryon, Nel- 
son, and four other steilions were en- 
tered. Alcryon had recently defeated Nelson 
in the Oharter Oak $10,000 stake, and was 
confidently expected to repeat the performance. 
yet the early pools sold 6100 to 880 on Nelson and 
then went down to 6100 to 2 on Nelson, who took 
the first two heate easily. The judges suspected 
that something was wrong, and called Robens, 
Aloryon’s driver, to the stand and warned 
him. Nelson, however, captured the third heat and 
the race with ease. First money was , 000, but 
it is claimed that both first and second money, 
$7,500, went to Aloryon’s owner, Frank L. Noble 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., to throw the race, The 
judges’ suspicions, it seems, were based on sub- 
stantial grounds, and the matter was brought to 
the attention of the National Association. At a 
meeting of the board in New, York lately action 
was postponed until the Buffalo session. 

OBTAINED AN INJUNOTION. 

H. Nelson of Waterville was present in his 
own behalf. Noble and Robens are joint defena- 
ants, and were represented by Mr. NX. 
J. Smiley of Grand Rapids, Mich. 
All efforts to secure & postponement 
of the trial and all protests against the jurisdio- 
tion of the board were of no avail. The board was 
about to go ahead with the trial when an injunc- 
and was served temporarily restraining the 
board from proceeding in the case, The board 
bas engaged an attorney to look after its m- 


terest. ‘ 

One of the best known delegates to the con-

elson, Noble, and Robens, and was likely to ex- 
pel both men and horses. which would be a ter- 
rible blow to the owners, particularly to 
Mr. Nelson. The board must make an ex- 
ample of the tricksters, once for ail. 
The injunction was merely a quibble to 
gain time, and was an evidence of weakness on 
the defendants’ part. This is the first time that 
the law had ever been 3 to bear. The 
fact of the matter was, he said, that the men 
have no defense at all. The board would con- 
sult a Buffalo lawyer as to the 
best steps advisable.

After the Aloryon-Nelson race had been trotted 
it was common report in trotting circles that 
“Alcryon got first and second moneys and Nei- 
son a bouquet.” It is rarely that rumors of a 
“job” on the trotting turf are not based on facts. 
Usually when such rumors are followed up it is 
found that they cover all the facts in the 
cases to which they refer..There have been 8 
few exceptions to this rule, but the Nelson- 
Alcryon case does @ot appear to have been one 
of them. The daily papers of the country gave 
the ** bouquet” story general circulation, while 
some of the sporting weeklies, which claim to be 
the guardians of the trotting turf, denied it and 
endeavored to explain away suspicious circum 
stances, Papers which will endeavor to explain 
away, apologize for, or defend crooked-looking 
contests on the trotting turf are the worst foes 
of honest trotting. People will ask why the turf 
papers did not = investigation instead of 
“ whitewashing.” © answer is simple. The 
$10,000 purse for which Alcryon and Nelson gave 
an imitation of a contest was offered by Wesley 
P. Baich of Boston, who advertised liberally in 
turf organs. It was a case wherein advertisin 
patronage was exalted and the best interests o 
the trotting turf prostituted. The race was a 
wildcat one in every respect. The projector and 
manager offered the purse and hired Beacon 
Park for one day. He was not a member of 
either the American or the National Trotting 
Association, although the Beacon Park Associa- 
tion wes. For the day the track was con- 
sidered outside the jurisdiction of either 
of the regular trotting organizations, 
and the result was the “bouquet” race. For a 
time the friends of C. H. Nelson, owner of Nel- 
son, denied that he purchased the race, but when 
he found that there was evidence that checks 
aggregating $7,500 had passed between him and 

A oble, owner of Alcryon, he took counsel 
and was advised to deny the jurisdiction of 
the National Association, and if necessary 
get out an injunction. His action needs 
no e¢xplanation. A fool can understand it. 
It does not speak well for Wesley P. Baich that 
he has refused to permit the race to be placed 
under the jurisdiction of the National Associa- 
tion, which could have been done for a fee of 680. 
An interested party offered to pay that fee, but 
Balch would not permit it. The “ bouquet” race 
isa lesson to the trotting-horse breeders of the 
country. They have the greatest interest in the 
trotting turf, should have a corresponding voice 
in its affairs, and should be in a position to throt- 
tle the sharks who infest it.

ing on under the direction of the 
executive branch. Sugar is looked upon asa 
good article to trade on, and nobody wants to 
throw away the revenue from it if an ad- 
vantage can be gained by letting down the 
bars for the countries to the South, which 
would be glad to get their sugar product into 
the United States free by making coucessions 
which will be profitable to the people of this 
country. Chalrman McKinley is said to be 
of the opinion that under existing con- 
ditions a reduction of perhaps 33 per 
cent on the sugar tax, with changes 
in the Dutch standard to break up the Sugar 
Trust monopoly, taken with reduction which 
would result from throwing open the unre- 
stricted market of this country to Mexico 
and Cuba would give the consumer as much 
benefit as if the sugar market of the United 
States were thrown open to all the countries 
of the world. Messrs. Cannon, Gear, and 
other Western advocates of free sugar are 
quite willing that the cheapening should 
come by commerciai reciprocity. but if it 
does not come that way they propose that it 
shall be brought about by direct legislation. 


The final summing up of the evidence in 
the case of George W. Atkinson vs. J, O. 
Pendleton, Democrat, who holds a seat as 
the Representative of the First District of 
West Virginia, shows that Atkinson received 
over thirty legal votes more than Pendleton, 
and a majority will recommend that the seat 
be awarded him by the House. The chief 
question involved in the contest was in re- 
spect to the returns from certain precincts 
in Wetzel County, which showed at Atkin- 
son Was entitled to a majority of seven votes. 
By variations on the part of Pendleton’s 
friends the count was tponed for some 
time and, availing himself ot a right under 
the laws of the State, Pendleton demanded a 
recount. The recount was condueted slowly, 
and the end had been almost reached with- 
out the discovery of any ‘error tnat would 
help Pendleton's claim to a majority, but his 
friends were equal to the emergency. By 
trickery they obtained an adjournment of 
3 and during — interval the bal- 
ote were so arraaged opportunity was 
given to scratch Atkinson’s name from 
enough ballots to turn the scaie against him. 
His name was marked off of enough 


stead of seven majority for Atxinson, in the 
total vote of the district, and the certifleate 
was awarded to Pendieton. A member of 
the majority of the committee says the 
proof is conclusive of conspiracy on the part 
of persons in Wetzel County to change the 
result of the election.

Senator Pierce’s bill, introduced today in

It shall 
be the duty of the commission to 
take into consideration and thoroughly in- 
vestigate the causes of the present depressed 
condition of farmers’ interests, including the 
laws relating to the inspection of grain, the 
regulauons governing ware-houses used for 
the storage of faria products, and the feasi- 
bility of providing for inter-State inspection 
of cereais. Also the relation of railway 
and transportation rates to the prices 
of the product, the influence of the tariff 
on the prices of necessaries of life, its effect 
on the agriculture interests, and generally 
such consideration of the subject matter of 
this inquiry ds in the judgment of the com- 
mission shall best secure Its object. Ine com- 
mission shall make a report to Congress not 
later than at the beginning of the next ses- 
sion of the resuit of its investigations, and 
submit also ali testimony taken by sit. 


Mr. Hoar introduced a bill in the Senate to 
prescribe in part the manner of the election 
of members of Congress, and it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. It provides that in all States of 
the Union Representatives to Congress shail 
be elected in and for the districts now pre- 
scribed by law until the apportionment of 
’ Representatives shall be made by Congress 
according to the census to be taken in 1890, 
any law of such State hereafter to 
be passed to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. Mr, Moar stated that a fear had 
been expressed in various quarters that there 
would be an attempt to make new Represent- 
ative districts (to take effect at the next elec- 
won), and to gerrymander some States in the 
interest of one or the other political party 
before the next census. The bill proposed, 
he said, in the interest of justice, to apply to 
ali the States under the constitutional power 
given to Congress to prescribe and alter the 
mode of electing Representatives, that all the 
eiecuons of Representatives for the next 
Congress (unless the new apportionment be 
previously made) shall take place in exist- 
ing districts.

Today a number of Congressmen were seen 
and the general disposition was favorable to 
the project, though few of the members will 
commit themselves without a recommenda- 
tion from the; War Department.

The fact that the existing fa- 
cilities for supplying tne Government are 80 
inadequate and that the Mississippi Valley 
can furnish a plant in the shape of the 
arsenal ‘duildimgs, grounds, and s0 on 
without extra cost to the Government is 
looked upon as a strong argumeat. Saia Mr. 
Ainsworth: I do not think we will meet 
any antagonism trom we friends of the 
Waterviiet foundry, for it is admitted that 
it would take a hundred years for Watervliet 
to turn out all the big guns that are needed. 
Besides, the interest of the interior end the 
West generally in seacoast defenses would 
be greatly increased if the Government were 
to establish a gun foundry in the Mississippi 
Valley. Our people are thoroughly alive to 
the importance of the subject. We believe 
the project is entirely feasibie and will com- 
mend itself to the judgment of Congress.“ 

Dan Hay, now a citizen of Oklahoma, is 
stirring up his old Dlinois friends for recom- 
mendations. When Congress passes the till 
creating a Territorial Government for Okla- 
homa he wants one of the choice places which 
will de within the gift of the Presideat, and 
wil seek appointment as Secretary of we 
Territory. 


As the Democrats would not by their 
silence acquiesce in the approval of the 
journal of yesterday’s proceedings, contain- 
ing @ yea and nay vote upon which the 
Speaker counted a quorum, a roll-call was 
rendered necessary. It was approved—yeas, 
150; nays, 1 (Mr. Buckalew)—the Speaker 
counting a quorum. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois calied up for consid- 
eration the proposed code of rules and offered 
aresoluwon providing that general debate 
shall close at 1 o’clock tomorrow, and that 
(after debate under the five-minute rule) the 
previous question shall be considered as or- 
dered at 4 o’clock tomorrow. 

Vigorous protests against cutting df of 
discussion in such short order were made by 
Messrs. McMillin, Springer, McCreary, and 
Flower, but they were of no effect, and Mr. 
Cannon demanded the previous queston. 
The House would not sustain this demand. 
and, many Republicans voting against it, the 
demand was rejected by an overwhelming 
vote of 58 to 149. 

Mr. Springer immediately claimed the floor, 
but Mr. Cannon declinéé to yield it. He pro- 
posed either to lose the previous ques- 
tion or at least to get some indication 
as to what time this year geutlemen on the 
other side were willing to close debate. He 
demanded the yeas and nays on his demand 
for the previous question. But not a suffi- 
cient number of members arose to enforce 
this’ demand, and, amid applause from the 
Democratic side, the Speaker so announced. 

‘Mr. Springer then offered a resoluwon pro- 
viding that general debate shall proceed until 
adjournment tomorrow, after which the code 
shall de considered under the five-minute 
rule till 5 o’clock Friday, when the previous 
question shall be considered as ordered. 

This resolution was adopted without objec- 
tion, and Mr. Carnon good-naturedly crossed 
over to the Democratic side and congratu- 
lated his colleague upon his success. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, in supporting the 
new code, said that wle it had been charged 
on the other side that the changes in the 
rules amounted to revolution, no one had 
pointed out wherein this revolution would 
materially and unfavorably affect the business 
of the country. He hoped tnat the leaders 
of tne revolutionary theory would specify 
wherein the revolution lay. He defended 
the rule permitting the Speaker to count 
a quorum, and criticised the action of a mi- 
nority in breaking a quorum by a refusal 
to vote. In his opinion the rights of the 
minority were ended when that minority had 
expressed its opposition to a measure, had 
recorded its votes against it, and had pro- 
tested to the country. He contended that 
the proposed rules, instead of vesting power 
in the Speaker, would prevent a one-man 
power from ruling ever the House, as had 
been the case in the Forty-nintn and Fiftieth 
Congresses, when the Speaker had declined 
to recognize motions for the passage of the 
Tobacco Tax bill, the Blair Educational bill, 
and General Pension bilis. The whole pur- 
pose of tne Democratic party on this floor 
was to obstruct and impede the representa- 
tives of the people from going forward with 
the business of the people. e Republican 
party was on the side of progress; the Demo- 
cratic party stood as an obstructionist and 
nothing else. 

Mr. Holmanof Indiana characterized the 
proposed code as being a complete revolution 
in parliamentary procedure, extraordinary 
in its character. e especially antagonized 
the clause providing that 100 members shall 
constitute a quorum in Committee of the 
Whole, declaring that this provision would 
piace the great appropriation bills at the 
mercy*of a handful of the majority. He 
spoke of the various occasions upon which 
the resort to filibustering methods had been 
of berfefit to the country. and referred with 
much emphasis to the defeat of the Force 
bill by the minority under the lead of Samuel 
J. Randall, and he declared that Randall’s 
course at that time would crown his memory 
with honor as long as the records of Con- 
gress would survive, 

Mr. Payson of Illinois defended the pro- 
posed code and argued the necessity of rules 
which would give to the majority the power 
to take affirmative action. 

Mr. Hatch of Missouri said that he would 
not attempt to argue in detail the radical and 
violent changes in the rules. He made war 
upon the report as an entirety. He made 
war upon it as a change in the system of the 
procedure of the House because he thought 
that he could see through the veil the motive 
behind it. He was opposed the re- 
port in toto because it was a parti- 
San question, because it came from 
the publican side of the House, 
representing the Republican party. He 
deprecated any harsh language’ or epi- 
thets addressed to the Speaker-of the House 
that did notinclude in their strictures the 
entire Republican party. The Speaker of 
the House, bad as he was, was no worse than 
his party. The Republican party had time 
and time again sustained the Speaker in his 
revolutionary ana unconstitutional rulings. 
The Republicans had acted well in electing 
Mr. Reed Speaker. 

Pending further debate the House, in ac- 
cordance with a resolution offered by Mr. 
Springer, at 5 o’clock took a recess until 11 
O ock tomorrow. The debate on the rules 
Will continue tomorrow. At 5 o’clock the 
House will take arecess until 8 o’clock, when 
the discussion on the Democratic side will 
be closed by Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Springer.

THE DATA ALR#ADY COLLECTSD. 

It does indeed seem to be a little surpris- 
ing that the Drainage Commissioners did not 
provide for a bond for themselves, The cut- 
ting down of the bond of the engineer from 
$100,000 to $20,000 was also unfortunate, but 
the $20,000 bond has not been filed. 

The $54,000 spent during the Harrison ad- 
ministration on the drainage plan seems to 
have been wasted. The only portion of the 
report to which attention has been paid is 
that which recémmends the Bowmanville 
cut-off, which nearly every one ridicules. 
The other portions of the report are regarded 
as worthless, though Messrs. Hering, Art- 
ingstall, and Williams, who made the sur- 
veys, are regarded as good engineers. 

Of course if the surveys bave to be gone 
over again much time will be wasted and the 
work will be greatly delayed. At the-meet- 
ing of the Drainage Board last Thursday 
Judge Prendergast directed the engineer 
and attorney to collect all data in reference 
to thé proposed channel so that a report could 
be presented to Congress with a view to ob- 
taining an appropriation in aid of tne project. 
Judge Prendergast must have supposed that 
some valuable data were in existence or he 
would not have made the motion in question. 
He must, then, have been as much disap 
pointed as Messrs. Nelson, Willing, Gilmore, 
and Wenter when he learned that Mr. Cooley 
had decided to-ignore ail data that had been 
collected.

A SMALL BOOM FOR ST. LOUIS, 


Walker Recommends a Reduction in the 
Hog tiate from Wichita. 

Chairman Walker of the Gentlemen's“ 
Association rendered an important decision 
yesterday regarding rates on packing-house 
products, Wichita to St. Louis. At the Jan- 
uary meeting of the Trans-Missouri Associa- 
tion there was considered a request for a 
differential of six cents per 100 pounds above 
Kansas City on packing-house products, 
Wichita and Hutchinson to St. Louis. A 
disagreement resulted, and the matter was 
appealed to Chairman Walker for arbitra- 
tion. 

The application, Chairman Walker says, is 
for the establishment of a permanent differ- 
ential. The policy of arrangements of this 
kind is open to serious question. It cannot 
safely be done without careful consideration. 
A permanent differéntial basis upon packing- 
house products involves an investigaton of 
the claim that a permanent change 
in rates upon the one involves a re- 
construction of existing rates upon 
the other. A differential basis implies the 
assent of all the interested lines and their 
concurreace in its maintenance, while the 
arbitration now constituted does not include 
important lines which may fairly claim some 
relacion to matter. In the absence of unani- 
mous agreement itis not apparent how the 
line making the applicauon can obtain relief 
except by treating the question as one of 
rates rather than of differentials. The show- 
ing made, however, Mr. Walker says, indi- 
cates that the existing rates from Wichita to 
St. Louis are decidedly out of line. He 
therefore recommends a reduction of the 
rate from Wichita to St. Louis at the present 
time to 21 cents per 100 pounds, upon the un- 
derstanding that it should be suvject toa 
reasonable advance in case the rates from 
Kansas City to St. Louis, which are now 
quite low, should hereafter be raised. 


A SOUTHERN RAILROAD DEAL, 


Col. Williamson Said to Be Forming a Com- 
bination of Georgia Roads. 

Roms, Ga., Feb. 11.—A local paper prints 
“an authoritative statement’’ concerning a 
new railroad deal which 1s likely to materi- 
ally change the raiiroad situation in the 
South. Col. John D. Williamson, President 
of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
railroad, it is said, has organized a new syn- 
dicate, including some of the present owners 
of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus rail- 


‘way. This syndicate has obtained control of 


the Rome and Decatur railroad. The Rome 
railroad from Rome to Kingston, already 
owned by the Williamson party, will be ex- 
tended to a junction with tne Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, near Canton. The 
Rome and Decatur will soon be completed to 
Decatur and by the new arrangement a. 
through line will be perfected from Decatur 
via Gadsden and Rome and Canton to Rome 
and Canton to Atlanta, where it will have 
close traffic arrangements with the ;seaboard 
air line to Portsmouth, Va., and on the north- 
west of Knoxville with an early extension 
to the Onio River.

Mason Crrr. Ia., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City rail- 
road company today closed contracts where- 
by this city is made the terminus of their 
une. The first trains will be run into the 
city tomorrow morning from St. Paul over 
the Iowa Central railway. President Stick- 
ney says that if permanent arrangements are 
not be made with the Iowa Central for the 
use of their tracks his company will lay one 
of their own.

DISCUSSING THE SOUTHERN QUESTION. 


Gen. Powell Clayton Before Boston’s Busi- 
mess- Mes—How to Solve the Problem. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 11.—[{Special.|—At 

the meeting of the Mystic Valley Club ot 

business-men here tonight Gen. Powell 

Clayton of Arkansas discussed at length the 

Southern question and gave his ideas con- 

cerning its proper soluton. He advocated 

the adoption of an educational qualification 

for voters and favored the Blair bill as a 

measure to bring the school house within 

the reach of whites and blacks. Were the 

Southern leaders to adopt this plan instead 

of solidifying themselves for its resistance 

they would be in a better positon to ask for 

Northern confidence and sympathy. Re- 

ciprocal, sociai, and business relations would 

foster emigration to the South and link the 
two sections together more closely. 

On the other hand the leaders of the 
dominant Southern party must make 
Northern emigrants more welcome and 
treat them justly. In this con- 
necuion Gen. Clayton denounced the 
shameless Democratic election methods re- 
sorted to in Arkansas for the purpose of 
bulldozing and counting out Republicans, re- 
ferring to the unimpeached testimony in the 
election contest case of Featherstone vs. 
Cate as his authority. Pulaski County, the 
largestin the State, one where the whites 
largely outnumber the biack&, and where the 
excuse of pegro domination did not hold 
good, was an apt Ulustrauon of the causes of 
tne reflux of Northern emigrants. There 
the dominant party by frauds and bulldozing 
had kepta majority of 2,000 in the minority 
for fifteen years. as it surprising that 
under such conditions men of Northern birth 
shake the dust from their feet and turn their 
backs upon their homes to seek homes eise- 
where, where such methods and practices are 
— tolerated? Concluding, Gen. Clayton 
said: 

Of that page in the history of Arkansas, writ 
ten in blood, growing out of the last Con- 
gressional election, into which these same 
methods and practices were carried, I dare not

liberties—the ballot-box—shali be kept pure and 
undefiled, 


PREACHING AGAINST PROHIBITION, 


A Des Moines Parson Who Thinks There 
Are Worse Evils than Saloons. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Feb. 11.—[Special.|—The 
Rev. A. C. Stilson, who preached a strong 
anti-prohibition sermon in the Episcopal 
church here recently, has written an open 
letter to a correspondent who asks what he 
would do it be had a son who was ruined by 
the saioon. He says that the way to save a 
boy is by teaching him habits of self-control 
in childhood.

THE STOCK MARKY SINKS UNDER 
PRESSURE OF HEAVY SELLING. 


Duliness Rules in Wall Street Daring the 
Morsing Hours, but Later a Sharp Fal 
in Prices Is Experienced—Grangers Suf- 
fer bat Slightly During the Flurry, the 
Sharpest Decline Being Five-Eighths, 
in Baurlington—Increase in &t. Paul's 
Earnings. 


New Lon, Feb. 11.—[Special.|—Dullness 
ruled the stock market Almost to the verge 
of stagnation during the morning hours. At 
noon a broker meeting a friend at luncheon 
said: “Mr. Cammack has come do wn-town 
and he wears a business air, too.” “ Yes,” 
said the other, and Nat Jones is in Chicago. 
Strange that neither end of the line is work - 
ing.“ Up to that time there had been 
a suspicious dearth of dispatches from Chi- 
cago, and everybody was waiting for news 
from the meeting of railway Presidents held 
in that city. However, both ends of the line 
were presently set a-working, and during 
the afternoon the market fell smartly under 
pressure of selling by Chicago and local 
traders. A report that J. Pierpont Morgan 
has been stricken with apoplexy was circu- 
lated on Change. The purpose of this re- 
port is obvious. Its only basis. is the 
fact that Mr. Morgan has been indies 
posed by a slight touch of the grip. 
Lackawanna was sold down i and Reading 
1 per cent on reports of a possible strike in 
the coal regions, although this should bea 
bull point if the current bear stories of enor- 
mous accumulations of anthracite at tide- 
water are true. Dispatches from Chi 
stated positively that the Western Freight 
Association had decided to reduce all rates 
in the Northwest 80 per cent and a sharp 
selling movement was made on the Gran- 
gers, Missouri Pacific, Union Pacific, 
Northern Pacine preferred, and the 
specialties. The market closed feverish and 
weak, within a fraction of the west. The 
comparatively slight decline of the Grangers 
in all this flurry is uliar. A dozen special- 
ties are down 19 with the exceptional 
tall of 4 in Green Bay preferred and 6 in 
Tennessee Coal and Iron preferred. Mis- 
souri Pacific and Northern Pacific preferred 
are down lig and yet the sharpest deciine 
among the Grangers is 5g in Burlington.

Outof the 30,000 inhabitants in 
this city there are not 500 who seem to 
know that Chicago has ever sent or is how 
sending sewage down this way. Their only 
knowledge regarding the sewage question is 
what they learn in the papers. The constant 
agitation of this question by the anti-sewage 
men does not affect the people of this city to 
any great extent. Some years ago, before 
the pumps were started at Bridgeport, the 
river and canal here gave Off a foul stench, 
noticeable to every one and especially so 
to strangers, but for years the effect on the 
atmosphere in this city from Chicago sewage 
is hardly noticeable, except at times when 
the river is frozen over. The volume of 
water has so diluted the sewage that a stran- 
ger coming to this city and knowing nothing 
about Chicago sewace would never suspect 
there was any sewage in the water,

INCOMPATIBLE PARTNERS 


MRS. IDA ADAIR SEEKING A LEGAL 


' SEPARATION FROM BER HUSBAND, 


The Wife Alleges Cruelty and Late Hours, 
While Col. Adair Asserts Petulance, 
Suspicious Nature, and Violent Temper 
as the Elements of Domestic Infelicity 
— Damages Recovered for False Impris- 
onment—A Switchman Wants $15,000 
for Being Biown Up. 3 


Col. John D, Adair, lawyer and counsel for the 
Title Guarantee company, was sued for divorce 
by his wife, Ida Bell Adair, who says she left his 
home, No. 4318Greenwood avenue, Nov. 18, on 
account of cruelty. Mrs. Adair is living on the 
North Side with ber brother, Walter Bell, and 
though efforts have been made to bring about a 
reconcilliation they have fatied. | 

Col. Adair, who used to be Judge Collins’ law 
partner, was married to Miss Ida Bell May 21, 
1684, and they havé one child, a girl 8 years old, 
who is with the mother. Mrs. Adair claims that 
since the date of the marriage the defendant will- 
fully neglected her, remaining away from his 
home in many cases all night and habitually un- 
tila late hour at uight. He used abusive lan- 
guage and treated her in a harsh and tyrannical’ 
manner, and failed to provide her with shitable 
support. She says he repeatedly threatened to 
shoot her, and in May, 1888, he seized her by the 
throat and violently choked her, and in June, 
1889, in a ft ot passion, he struck at her, but she 
dodged the blow. She says that on another o- 
casion he dragged her from her room and mal- 
treated her. Mrs, Adair avers that his treatment 
was such that she became afraid of her life, and 
states that he is unfit to have the daughter's 
custody, and she prays to be awarded her. 

Col. Adair filed an immediate answer to his 
wife’s charges. He denies absolutely that he 
ever choked, or struck at Mer, or threatened to 
shoot her. 

He says her name was Elida M. Bell when he 
married her, though she sues as Ida Bell Adair. 
Mr. Adair says it is not true that his wife con- 
ducted herself as a good and loving wife. On 
the contrary she is a woman of highly nervous 
temperament, petulant, willful, suspicious, im- 
perious, and possessed of a violent and ungov- 
ernable temper. In all matters concerning the 
welfare, happiness, and comfort of defendant's 
family be says sus is headstrong and domineer- 
ing. Heasserts that she was neglectful of her 
home, absented herself therefrom day after day, 
and at unreasonable times and bours. She is in- 
fatuated with the attractions of clubs, and is a fol- 
lower of isms, says Col. Adair, each of which, as 
she adopts, she pursues with persistence for a 
limited period only to abandon it for its suc- 
cessor to the great detriment of her home. She 
bas fixed her thoughts on foreiga travel, and 
though she knows of her husband's inability to 
gratify her desire in this direction has planned 
atrip with a woman whose companionship for 
reasons deemed sufficient was ob Col 
Adair says his wife threw toilet articles at him 
on two occasions, and in 1885 in a fit of passion 
destroyed her wedding ring and burned memen- 
tos of the War of the Rebellion belonging to de- 
fendant which from their associations were val- 
ved highly by him. He asserts that he will fight 
his wife’s divorce suit to the end, ana claims he 
is fit to have the custody of his daughter. 


Thinks He Got Enongh Profit. 

In the United States Circuit Court County 
Commissioner George Edmanson filed a bill to 
restrain John L. Best, his former partner, from 
collecting a judgment of $3,933 recovered before 
Judge Bunn. Mr. Edmanson also asks for an 
accounting and claims that he does not owe 
Best anything. Best was employed as bookkeep- 
er in Mr. Edmanson’s oyster business about 
twelve years ago and in 1887 was given a quarter 
interest in the net profits of the business in ad- 
dition to his salary. Mr. Edmanson says that 
Best had entire control of the books of the busi- 
ness and took advantage of his position to great- 
ly exaggerate the profits in order that he migbt 
have a larger share. hen this was discovered 
Best was released and demanded about $8,000, 
which he claimed was due him. Mr. Edmanson 
says be refused to render an account of how 
” — the money and the demand was re- 

used. 

The Morrow Shoe Manufacturing company was 
granted a decree of sale by Judge Gresham yes- 
terday in its suit against the New England Shoe 
company. Receiver Benjamin F. Chase request- 
ed that this be done, asthe goodsin the Sibley 
warehouse are now depreciating in value and 
will continue todoso.

fome Minor Damage Suite. 

A jury in Judge Driggs’ court awarded Peter 
Koch #2,000 damages in his suit against the Co- 
operative Stove comparfy, William W. Baldwin, 
W. W. Baker, and Constable Francis P. Gleason 
for $10,000 for false imprisonment. Koch was a 
stove dealer on Clybourn avenue and owed 
Baker and Baldwin, the stove company’s agents, 
#75 for goods purchased. He was arrested Oct. 
22, 1887. on a wafrant for embezzlement, sworn 
out before Justice Lyon. After Koch was con- 
fined in the armory over night and the hear- 
ing continued for a week the case was dis- 
missed for want of prosecution. Koch claimed 
there was no ground for we charge that he em- 
bezzled the goods. 

W. R. Allen commenced suit in the Superior 
Court against the Chicago, Santa Fé and Call 
fornia railway company and the Standard Oil 
company, claiming 815.000. Allen was a switch- 
man at the freight yards at Corwith, where, Nov. 
25. 1887, a box-car containing a tank of naphtha 
belonging to the Standard Oil company was 
switched. As he walked over the roof of car 
the gas from the naphtha was ignited by his lau- 
tern and the tank exploded, throwing him a dis- 
tance of fifty feet. and he was so badiy burned 
that he almost completely lost the sight of both 
eyes. 


Twenty-five Cents Was the Limit. 

Mrs. Elen T. Malone told Judge Jamieson 
yesterday that a patr of 35 cent stockings caused 
her ho end of domestic trouble. She married 
James L. Malone, a young patternmaker, Oct. 
14, 1888, ana went home with him to live with his 
mother. Twelve days later Malone gave his wife 
50 cents to buy two pairs of stockings. She 
bought one pair for 35 cents, and a row ensued 
which, she said, ended by his striking her in the 
face. Just a month and three days after the 
wedding, Mrs. Malone said, she was forced io 
leave her husband because of his cruel conduct, 
and now she asks for a decree for separate main- 
tenunce.
